After a *hort stay in Sydney, Mrs. 
Meredith accompanied her liiinband to 
Bat hurst, and it it during this journey that 
the appears to have acquired the greatest 
part of the information now given to the 
world, under the rather promising litre uf 
Noti* ami Sktlfkn in Xtw Smith Walt*, 
It wtJ just at the end of the drought that 
Mrs. Meredith made her journey, and to 
a peraon fresh from England, the road 
must have looked dreary enough r the 
accommodation too, at the inns, wo* nut 
tuch at would lie found in the county nf 
Warwick, hut tlill they are nut all thr 
tilthy plates, they are not all tu deficient 
in crealure comfort* as those dercribed in 
this book. Mr*. Meredith's impression of 
Hat hurst is by no mrans fav ourable. 

Journeying on, we arrived in jirneess of time 
at the tpot Whence the first view of those 
lorely and verdant rlninsor Baihursi, of whieh 
I had henrd »■> mueh, waa to greet my delighted 
eves. " There look 1 Ho you not pee them 
through the trees t" I did look, nnsiously and 
eagerly, directing my eye-glssa townrds evsTr 
point ot the compass in luceeseton , a t i (1 
nolhing rereen eould I disoern, hat on a nearer 
nppcoach beheld a wide eatent ef brown earth, 
with occasional flurries of dual panning across 
it ; and this WSS sll that remsinod of the ao- 
vsunled TJ athunt Plains ! Every blade of grsai 
and every green herb hnd disappeared during 
the drought, and n dry desert usurped rhatr 
place, whilst a lew thin, weak, widrly-eept- 
rated little roots of dry. withering eve rlsa tings 



fi:„>. : .;»!„„n, were the only things bearing the 
semblance of vegetation. It was very dreary ! 
We drove along th* tedious rutd neroaa llie 
Jihiini, which just undulate enouuli in plneea 
to prevent n person from seeing entirely over 
ihem, and lhal I) all r no hill, (Tove, or tree, 
ncorcely n bush, brcikks the heavy, weary mo. 
notour, till the tired rye rests on the dim out- 
line of the uViatnnt hills. At length a few 
straggling houses and a ohurch showed us that 
we approached the settlement , but as this is 
divided into two portions about n mile nsunder, 
with the deep channel which It sometimes 
(water permitting) the rivet ilsoiuari* between 
them, we hnd yat further to go. The second 
division of the township crmtains the gsol, 
puliec-ollice, female factory, bnrrseks, Scutch 
ehei*l, and bank, with several stores atid alnaU 
shops of a most heterogeneous character, where 
you may hod iron pole, writing-paper, blonde 
race, are- arms, lluteh eheeae, "P. coats," 
eroohery , and various other commodities, though 
very rarely the one article you require. The 
privet* dwelling* ale of all grades, hut chiefly 
of tti* smaller riant ; and the public-hnute*, 
at compared with the othen, very numerous.

Visiting 
Uathunt under audi peculiarly unfavourable 
cireumstanees, I could not be o*p*ct#d to form 
any very high opinion of its beauties or ad van -

Meredith'* former 
rmnuili would have ltd us to expect 
that our public institution* would have 
a( (rat ted her attention, lhal the mean* uf 
educatiun, the state of religion, would 
have been noticed . but nothing of the 
kind appears.

The only portion of the prosout 
road far which I can give Major Mitch oh grant 
credit is the Put of Mount V ictoria, by far ths 
meet grand nnd ntriking scene in this mountain 
region. rVa we approach eri it, a huge barrier 
of rooka seemed to close up the onward path, 
till a sudden turn showed us a gorgi,. out ill 
them, through which we drove, with a high 
wnii ofcregi on the right hand, and the lofty 
sum rait of the niounrnio towering up on 
the left. Another turn brought us out of 
the chasm, and in full view of a moat grand 
and beautiful landscape, t'lie road was ear. 
tied (from Ihe opening uf the chaam) by an 
arch and embankment across a deep valley that 
lay btkiw, called the Vale of Mwjtf, and .long 
Ur* side of the opposite mountain, till it gra- 
dually reached the level of the vnlley beyond. 
We itayed tome minutes cm the embankment 
to enjoy the proapect, so refreshing to eyns 
Weary of the dark desolnt* sterility of the 
scenes wr had just emerged from. On the left 
hand, the high rochv ranges of which Mount 
Victoria forms a part nearly enclosed the nsr- 
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rowing valley, the lower portions being over- 
grown with gum and wnltio (.ten™) trees, 
amidst which grotesque lock* mac up here nnd 
there like fantastic, ruiiit. From the deep 
water-comics that were plainly visible on the 
mn tin tain-n ilea, the stream running through 
the vtlt muet sometime* be conaiderarilc ; bulat 
the time wo pasted it was dry, tnd its tolerably 
green banks, .badowed by groups of graceful 
- w-trees, had quite a amoothnndlawn- 
I at compared with the rough country
